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Paper’s Project opens window to Didsbury’s past

A window to the past was 
opened with the unveiling of the 
Didsbury Historical Society's 
Paper's Project. 

Inspired by Evelyn Adams, 
who wrote her first letter ask¬ 
ing for the papers to be released 
by the Alberta Legislature Li¬ 
brary in 1989, the papers 
project is a complete collection 
of Didsburv's newspapers since 
1907. 

Also included in the project 
is a brand new microfilm reader 
and the newspapers on 31 rolls 
of microfilm. 

The papers and microfilm are 
now being made available to the 
public. 

"It has been frustrating at 
times when people came in 


looking for certain informa¬ 
tion," said historical society 
president Dale Weiss. "It's a 
sense of completeness. I can t 
conceive a proper museum 
without having this kind of in¬ 
formation. 

"They are an original source 
- a primary source. They are the 
original records bv and about 
the people of the past. They are 
our most accurate and reveal¬ 
ing records." 

Adams approached the Dids¬ 
bury Historical Society about 
acquiring the newspapers after 
she was told the papers could 
only be released to a group. 

Adams was hoping the news¬ 
papers to help trace back some 
stories about her family. 

At the grand opening held 
March 30 at the Didsbury Mu¬ 


seum, Adams was the first to 
delve into the old newspapers. 
It wasn't long afterwards that 
she was sitting in front of the 
microfilm reader scrolling 
through papers on microfilm. 

"I think its great," said 
Adams, adding she plans on 
using the new tools as soon as 
she can to add to family history 
compilation. "Being as I started 
it feels really good the papers 
are finally here. It feels like I 
accomplished a goal. 

"For anyone interested in 
tracing back their origins, this 
is a great place to start." 

The papers arrived at the 
museum last year, but weren’t 
made available to the public 
until the reader and microfilm 
were ready to go. The museum 
will be encouraging the micro¬ 


film to be used first to prevent 
wear and tear on the already 
fragile newspapers. 

But the microfilm has other 
benefits as well. 

"It is much quicker to find 
specific information using the 
reader," said Weiss. "Then the 
copier attachment allows you 
to make a copy instantly" 
Raising the money for the 
machine and microfilm took 
some work by the historical so¬ 
ciety but a targeted campaign 
to people they thought would 
be interested in seeing the 
project completed raised the 
necessary funds. 

Weiss calls the newspapers 
a public resource and encour-

Trio make trip to Mount Everest base camp

A boyhood dream was real¬ 
ized when Brian Roberts, a 
Didsbury-area farmer, com¬ 
pleted a ten day climb with his 
daughter to the first base 
camp of Mount Everest. 

Brian, his daughter Karen 
and her fiance Anders 
Eriksson, made the successful 
climb late last month, under 
the guidance of world- 
reknown mountain climber 
Dave Rodney, during a three- 
week adventure in Nepal. 

"It was something I have al¬ 
ways wanted to do, since I was 
a ten-year-old boy", said Brian 
who learned about the adven¬ 
ture through an article in the 
Calgary Sun. 

The base camp, which isn't 
on Mount Everest at all, but 
instead on a moving glacier 
near Mt. Kali Pettar, sits at 
17.680 meters above sea level. 
The trip involved ten days of 
hiking a trail to the site, a sec¬ 
ond climb up Mt. Kali Pettar 
(18,000 meters) to view Mount 
Everest, and a four day trip 
back down the mountain. 

"Travelling up to the base 
camp, you really learn what 
kind of a trip it would be to 
go all the way to the top (of 
Everest)," said Karen. 

There were climbers in the 
group that had aspirations of 
one-day scaling Everest. After 
the trip to the base camp their 
enthusiasm for such a trip 
was squashed, she added. 

There were 11 climbers in 
the group, and while most of 
the trip was made on a nar¬ 
row path with porters hauling 
the majority of the equipment, 
there were rocks as large as a 
house the trio had to climb 
over. 

Once at the base camp, spe¬ 
cial attention had to be paid 
to narrow crevices in the ice 
that dropped for thousands of 
feet. 

"You don’t ever look around 
while you are walking. You al¬ 
ways stop then look around," 
said Karen remembering the 
advice she was given by 
Rodney - who is the only Ca¬ 
nadian to have scaled Mount 
Everest twice. 

The climb became harder as 
the group got closer to the 
base camp as the air became 
thinner. 

Such a trip required prepa-

ration and the three spent the 
months leading up to the trip 
training through cardio exer¬ 
cise and weight resistance 
training. 

The group stayed in small 
tea houses during nights that 


were built along the trail. The 
huts were heated by burning 
yak dung. Karen said the 
group caught the "Chumba 
cough" - the name of the irri¬ 
tation caused by the heating 
system. 

To make the trip was an 
experience. To do the trip to¬ 
gether meant everything to 
all involved. 

At the top of their climb 
of Mt. Kali Pettar, Anders 
proposed to Karen and she ac¬ 
cepted much to the delight of 
her father. The group shared 
a bottle of champagne after 
the proposal. 

"It was really special to be 
able to do something like this 
with my father and my fi¬ 
ance," said Karen. 

While the trip was a test of 
stamina (Brian maintains he 
has never been as tired as he 
was when he reached the base 
camp) it was also a cultural 
experience - thanks in part to 
a mishap descending the 
mountain.

Brian lost his footing on 
the way down the mountain, 
cutting and dislocating his 
finger. The cut was serious 
enough that medical help was 
sought at a medical facility in 
Kunde. Brian had his finger 
attended to in a room where 
a man was undergoing a 
bowel obstruction treatment 
and a woman was having a 
baby. 

Even after the treatment 
an infection spread from the 
finger all the way up to the 
elbow and further treatment 
had to be taken at another 
facility which included four 
bags of intravenous-fed anti¬ 
biotics. Brian has sought fur¬ 
ther treatment since arriving 
home. 

Brian, Karen and Anders 
also had a chance to experi¬ 
ence the poverty in Nepal and 
said it was a rewarding and 
eye-opening part of their trip. 

"To actually visit a third- 
world country - everyone 
should have the opportunity 


to experience that," said 
Brian. 

"The thing that impressed 
me was how happy the people 
were over there. 

“There is poverty over 
there but the people are used 
to it. They only earn a few 
cents a day but it only costs 
a few cents a day to get by 
over there. 

"The people of Nepal are a 
very nice, polite people. They 
treated us a lot better than 
they would have probably 
been treated if they came to 
Canada." 

The trip was a costly ven¬ 
ture to the trio, but all three 
maintain it was worth every 
penny. And while none have 
ambitions of making the trip 
again, Brian said his dream 
has been fulfilled and he has 
no regrets. 

"I wouldn't go back but I 
don’t regret any of the work 
it took to get to the camp. I 
feel like that was such an ac¬ 
complishment.

More early moisture on the ground than last year 


Timely rains are 
still needed for 
good crops

Local farmers have much 
more moisture in their fields 
than last year at this time but 
crucial rains during the sum¬ 
mer months will determine 
whether better crops are to be 
had, said local expert last week. 


Levels are at about 65 to 70 
per cent of what is normal mak¬ 
ing the moisture situation 
much improved said Consulting 
Agrologist and local farmer 
John Overwater. 

"There is sufficient moisture 
to get a crop going," he said Fri¬ 
day. "But the critical point for 
rains will come in June and 
July. 

"But we are in much better 
shape than we were at this time 
last year." 

To help the situation further 
warmer weather already expe¬ 
rienced this year has thawed 


the ground enough that the 
land is absorbing moisture and 
not just running off. Overwater 
said he has drilled some bore 
holes already this year and 
found moisture levels of some 
area sites receiving moisture at 
a depth of 14 to 15 inches. 

"The situation has improved 
across most of Western 
Canada," said Overwater who 
has heard reports about in¬ 
creased moisture in most areas. 

Early moisture has been en¬ 
couraging for local farmers, 
livestock or grain. Dugouts are 
full, pools of water can be found 


in local fields - signs of a better 
situation than last year. 

The situation could be im¬ 
proved even more if snow or 
rain flies in the remainder of 
April, said Overwater. 

Overwater said most farm¬ 
ers he has talked to are more 
optimistic than they were at 
this time last year. 

But a little more moisture at 
this point in the year likely 
won't make it any easier for 
them this year. 

Overwater said with in¬ 
creased chemical and fertilizer 
costs and prices for barley and 


grain being projected at less 
than $3 per bushel, farmers 
will be dealing with tight mar¬ 
gins again this year. 

"Farmers are going to have 
to be on their toes - there isn’t 
going to be a lot of room for 
error." 

Overwater said if the recent 
drought has done anything for 
farmers it has forced them to 
look at how they are farming 
and forcing them to do so more 
efficiently. 

Long term forecasts are cull¬ 
ing for a warmer than average 
summer in 2003.

Self reliant provinces in Canada?

You do not have to travel far 
in Alberta these days before you 
bump into a real live western 
separatist. They are every¬ 
where - from the local coffee 
counter to the provincial Leg¬ 
islature. Just this week we 
learned of a new party starting 
up. 

Separatist sympathy now 
runs at more than 20% of Al¬ 
berta public opinion. However, 
depending on the latest ram- 
blings of our prime minister, 
there are probably days when 
it hits 50%. It is not much 
lower in Alberta than in Que¬ 
bec. 

I do not know any Quebec 
separatists personally, but I 
know lots of the Alberta vari¬ 
ety, and I know what motivates 
them. Forty years of bad fed¬ 
eral government. 

Every year, Ottawa sucks $5 
billion to $10 billion more from 
Alberta than it returns in fed¬ 
eral spending. Other Canadians 
like to call this "sharing." 

A better word would be 
"squandering." According to 
Brian Crowley of the Atlantic 
Institute for Market Studies, if 
all the money Ottawa has si¬ 
phoned into the Atlantic prov¬ 
inces had simply been put in 
RRSPs, every Maritimer today, 
regardless of age, would have 
$400,000 in the bank. 

But of course, they do not. 
All those billions were frittered 


away, on El and a lot of free 
sandwich programs. These 
massive federal transfers have 
hurt everyone, the westerners 
who paid them and the eastern¬ 
ers who received them. It is like 
paying your kid’s rent when he 
leaves home - once or twice 
might be all right, but if it be¬ 
comes a habit, who is it hurt¬ 
ing more? 

The West tried to fix things 
with the Reform Party, but to¬ 
day we are further behind than 
when we sent 52 Reform MPs 
to Ottawa in 1993. We have ac¬ 
tually lost ground. 

Indian rights and entitle¬ 
ments have been significantly 
expanded; Senate reform has 
been abandoned, 10 years ago 
there was no billion dollar gun 
registry; Liberal spending is as 
big as ever, taxes are higher, 
and the underrepresentation of 
Alberta and B.C. in Parliament 
has worsened. Medicare wait¬ 
ing lines have reached crisis 
length. The feds have horned 
in on resource management, 
through Kyoto. Their blatant 
anti Americanism has encour¬ 
aged the U.S. to impose a crip¬ 
pling tariff on (mainly) western 
lumber exports. And in 1995, 
Ottawa gave Quebec a unilat¬ 
eral veto over constitutional 
change - something western 
Canadians sharply rejected in 
a national referendum three 
years earlier. This is why so 
many Albertans have decided it 
is time to get out. 


But the majority of 
Albertans do not believe in 
breaking things, they believe in 
fixing them. And the problem 
is not Canada. It is too much 
federal government. What we 
need is way less federal govern¬ 
ment and way more provincial 
autonomy. 

Instead of separating, 
Albertans need to be reminded 
of the fact that we have the le¬ 
gal right to renegotiate our ar¬ 
rangement with Ottawa and 
the other provinces. We do not 
need Ottawa's permission to do 
it. It was the provinces that 
formed Canada, not the other 
way around. 

A Canada made up of strong, 
self reliant provinces, each pay¬ 
ing its own way and develop¬ 
ing its own future, is a very 
positive vision. In fact, this 
same vision brought Canada 
into existence, province by 
province, over a century ago. 
And redefining our relationship 
within Canada, based on 21st 
century conditions, would ben¬ 
efit not just Albertans but all 
Canadians. Albertans have the 
economic muscle and political 
moxie to make this happen. 
How magnificent it would be if 
we marked our 2005 centennial 
not just by giving Albertans 
back their province, but by giv¬ 
ing Canadians back their coun¬ 
try.

Calgary man jailed for holding sickle to victim’s throat 


A 33-year-old Calgary man 
who held a sickle - a short han¬ 
dled, semicircular blade - to 
another man's throat during 
an argument at a Cremona- 
area residence last November 
has been jailed for four years, 
John James Felix pleaded 
guilty in Didsbury provincial 
court on Monday to a host of 
charges, including assault 
with a weapon, assault, un¬ 
lawful confinement, and utter¬ 
ing threats to cause bodily 
harm. 

Didsbury RCMP went to a 


residence near Cremona on 
Nov. 24 after receiving a com¬ 
plaint that a man was threat¬ 
ening residents at the home. 
Crown prosecutor Jenny Rees 
told Judge G.W. Clozza. 

Witnesses there told police 
Felix had swung the 12-inch 
blade sickle at a woman in the 
house, striking a wall. 

Felix then threw the male 
victim on a couch and held 
the blade to the man's throat. 

Felix then refused to let the 
woman leave the house. 

On Dec. 27, Felix threat¬ 


ened to shoot two patrons at 
a Cremona bar, saying he had 
a "bullet for each one", court 
heard. 

That same day Felix 
phoned a Cremona residence 
and threatened to kill a 
woman, two children and two 
other adults in the house. 

About eight weeks prior, 
Felix grabbed the same 
woman by the throat while 
driving with her near her 
home. 

Felix's defence lawyer, 
Brian Forested, said the ac¬ 


cused, who has an extensive 
criminal record, including 
several convictions for as¬ 
sault, readily acknowledges 
his involvement in the crimes. 

"He has a serious problem 
with violence and anger," said 
Forested. 

The Crown and defence 
made a joint submission for 
four years imprisonment for 
Felix. 

Judge Clozza handed Felix 
four years on the assault with 
a weapon charge. 

The judge also sentenced 


Felix to 18 months in jail on 
the uttering threat to cause 
bodily harm charge, and four 
years on all other counts, 
with ad sentences to run con¬ 
current to the assault with a 
weapon sentence. 

In sentencing Felix, Judge 
Clozza said, "These are very 
serious offences wherein a 
number of people were threat¬ 
ened and terrorized. I would 
suggest he needs treatment 
and he should get treatment." 

Felix did not speak during 
the court proceedings.

Didsbury Hospital touted as a “cherry” to regions

As a delegate attending 
the PC Annual General 
Meeting and Convention 
in Red Deer on March 28, 
29 & 30 I was able to talk 
to several MLAs and cabi¬ 
net ministers, as well as 
with our local MLA, Ri¬ 
chard Marz regarding the 
future of the Didsbury 
Hospital. 

Richard Marz had 
called me the previous 
week to tell me that the 
Minister of Health & 
Wellness (Hon. Gary 
Mar) had not yet made a 
final decision regarding 
Didsbury District's re¬ 
gional placement. Mr. 
Marz assured me that the 
decision was still up in the 
air as of March 27. 

I gave our MLA and 
the Minister a personal 
letter, expressing contin¬ 
ued concern for the out¬ 


come of the decision, but 
thanking the Minister for 
his continued considera¬ 
tion of the issue. Accord¬ 
ing to the numbers I 
heard, Didsbury District 
is now serving over 40 r /< 
of its residents- up from 
our low of under 30'7< just 
a couple of years ago! 
That is considerable 
progress in a short time, 
and shows what having 
more stability and more 
doctors has done. The 
Minister assured us that 
community input 

through our MLAs, Advi¬ 
sory Boards, and RHA 
Board members would be 
retained in the new struc¬ 
ture, and pointed to 
Palliser RHA as an exam¬ 
ple of effective community 
participation. 

Jean Graham, Chair of 
the David Thompson (Red 
Deer) Regional Health 
Authority, then called me 
aside to discuss the situ- 


Youth found not guilty 


A 17-year-old Edmon¬ 
ton boy who was arrested 
in a stolen car at a rou¬ 
tine checkstop in 
Carstairs in February 
has been found not guilty 
of charges against him. 
The youth, who cannot be 
identified, was charged 
with possession of stolen 
property and failing to 
comply with a court or¬ 
der. His trial was held in 
Didsbury provincial court 
on March 31. The accused 
was a passenger in a 1993 
Chev Cavalier stolen from 
an Edmonton residence 
on Feb. 25 when the ve¬ 
hicle was stopped by 
RCMP near a Carstairs 
gas station three days 
later, court heard. 

The accused later told 
police he only discovered 
the vehicle was stolen af¬ 
ter leaving Edmonton and 
heading towards 

Cochrane. He said he 
asked the driver to return 
him to Edmonton, but the 
man refused. 

He told the court that 
getting out of the car on 
the highway was not an 
option because he didn’t 
have warm clothing and 
it was well below zero. 
The accused's lawyer ar¬ 
gued that the boy had no 
other option but to re¬ 
main in the vehicle. The 


Crown argued the ac¬ 
cused should have asked 
for the vehicle to be 
stopped. Judge Gordon 
Clozza agreed with the de¬ 
fence, saying, “He (the 
accused) did not have the 
opportunity to leave that 
vehicle.” 

The judge found the 
accused not guilty of both 
charges.

ation. She had been told 
she would be getting a let¬ 
ter on Monday, March 31 
from the Minister. The 
DTRHA had visited each 
of the facilities except 
Didsbury, due to the in¬ 
decision. We agreed that 
even if no permanent de¬ 
cision had been made, a 
visit from the DTRHA to 
Didsbury would be a wel¬ 
come and reassuring step. 
Mrs. Graham assured me 
that both DTRHA and 
CRHA had plans for the 
Didsbury Hospital. Both 
regions would like a deci¬ 


sion to be made so they 
can proceed. Apparently 
there is negligible indica¬ 
tion between utilization 
statistics going out of 
Didsbury District to ei¬ 
ther RHA right now. The 
Minister would like to 
watch the trend of these 
statistics. Of course, I 
went right back to Rich¬ 
ard Marz for reassurance 
that there would be no 
unexpected news in the 
Monday letter. Having 
no decision would seem 
to be better than having 
the wrong decision, and 


having two Health Au¬ 
thorities bidding for 
Didsbury District does 
seem positive. I would 
love to know what plans 
each region has for 
Didsbury. I talked to 
Leonard Mitzer, Chair of 
Palliser Health Authority, 
who assured me that both 
Health Authorities view 
Didsbury as a "cherry". 

Local facility and out¬ 
side RHA utilization rates 
(patients using local fa¬ 
cilities versus patients 
using Calgary facilities) 
seem to be an important 


issue. Thanks to many 
of you Didsbury District 
has been recovering and 
moving forward. Please 
continue to return to our 
local medical practition¬ 
ers. 

We have excellent doc¬ 
tors available now. Rich¬ 
ard Marz assures us that 
continuing to write let¬ 
ters to him and the Min¬ 
ister is effective. As a sug¬ 
gestion, request that your 
letter be tabled in the Leg¬ 
islature, which gives Ri¬ 
chard Marz permission to 
add it to the public record.

Woman Jailed for 
truck, ring then 


A 21-year-old woman who stole a Caroline man’s 
truck - with $5,000 worth of engagement and wed¬ 
ding rings in a briefcase in the cab - has been jailed. 

Karinsue Harvest Young pleaded guilty in Didsbury 
provincial court on March 31 to a charge of theft over 
$5,000. 

Young was staying at the victim’s home on Jan. 24 
when she left the residence late that night and took 
the truck, court heard. The truck was recovered a 
short time later, but the rings were never recovered. 

The victim has made an insurance claim for the 
rings, and did not seek a restitution order from Young. 

Young was held in custody for 14 days prior to last 
week’s court appearance. 

“You cannot simply take what you want and get 
away with it,” said Judge Clozza. “Some additional 
jail time is needed.” The judge ordered Young jailed 
for three months and fined her $100.

A mission trip for a Didsbury 
man and his son was an eye 
opener and a trip of a lifetime 
for both. 

Walter Sayer and his son 
Graham, members of the West 
Zion Mennonite Church con¬ 
gregation, recently returned 
from a trip to Chile to help build 
a second floor of a Mennonite 
church in Santiago. The trip, 
which was an attempt by North 
West Mennonite Conference (a 
group that represents 
Mennonite Churches in Al¬ 
berta) build a connection be¬ 
tween churches in Chile and 
Canada, showed the two local 
men the passion in which some 
people are able to worship with. 

"I saw the commitment of the 
people down there to their 
church - it was beyond what 
you see here most often," said 
Walter. "They wanted the 
church to function well and 
were willing to sacrifice more 
than what was comfortable for 
them." 

Sayer said members of con¬ 
gregation were selling their re¬ 
frigerators and clothes to help 
raise some start up money for 
the church. 

"It would take someone a 
long time in Chile to be able to 
save up enough money to buy 
a refrigerator again," said 
Walter. 

The personal commitment 
was also evident in the number 
of worship services that were 
participated in and the energy 
level of each one. The mission¬ 
aries went to service the Sat¬ 
urday they arrived there, Sun¬ 
day morning, Sunday night and 
again on Tuesday. The group 
went to services at four differ¬ 
ent churches while on the trip. 

There was clapping and 
dancing at the services and was 
very high-energy. 

"They just pour everything 
into it. They were very joyful." 

Walter said he wasn't able to 
understand the words but could 
understand the spirit. 

The Sayers made the 13-day 
trip with others from Edmon¬ 
ton. Edson, Smith and High 
River to help build the second 
floor of the Iglesia Evangelica 
Mennonite as well as fix their 
stage area. 

They also delivered 100 
Spanish bibles that were do¬ 
nated by the Church in 
Canada. 

The work was exhausting as 
the temperature soared to over 
30 degrees and the building of¬ 
fered very little ventilation. 

"It always seemed hot," said 
Graham. "Except for the last 
day when it was only 15 degrees 
Celsius. When it got down to 
15 degrees some of the Chileans 
we were with were wearing 
toques." 

Walter said while the people

What makes a good display 
booth? What would you do to 
attract people into your booth? 
Why do you want them to come 
into your booth? These are 
some of the questions that the 
booth judges must keep in 
mind when judging the exhibi¬ 
tor booths at the trade show. 

First, and foremost, your 
booth must have visual appeal. 
It must give the person walk¬ 
ing by a sense of ease and in¬ 
terest. 

Next, it must tell the person 
who you are and what you do. 
The name of your business &/ 
or company must be promi¬ 
nently displayed in a place 
where people can not block it. 
If possible, the booth should 
display your products or serv¬ 
ices. If the products are to big 
or the services potentially un¬ 
known, then your display 
should include diagrams, pic¬ 
tures or other information that 
best tells your potential cus¬ 
tomer what your do. 

Finally, where you do your 
business should be prominently 
shown. Your address, or the 
area that you service, as well 
as the best means of contact¬ 
ing you (like phone numbers, 
e-mail addresses, etc.) lets the 
potential customer know how 
to find you. Handouts, that 
can be taken by the customer 
for reference, finish this infor¬ 
mation giving process. 

These are the physical 
things that the booths were 
judged on, and which you, as 
an exhibitor should present to 
attract your customers. But 
these are not enough, for it the 
approach that the person(s) 
manning the booth present to 
the people that pass by, and 
stop, that is the final factor that 
can make your presentation 
successful. If you are friendly 
and informative, without being 
pushy, then you leave the po¬ 
tential customers with a 
greater sense that they will be 
treated well if they deal with 
your business.

With the increasing preva¬ 
lence of war and disease in the 
media these days, one may find 
it difficult to remain hopeful 
that there is, indeed, good news 
in the world around us. 

For those visiting Redeemer 
Lutheran Church this week¬ 
end, that news comes direct to 
the viewer via their annual 
Easter Story presentation. Per¬ 
formances take place Saturday, 
April 12th. Sunday, April 13th 
and Monday, April 14th at 7:30 
pm. 

Pastor Rob Mohns is not 
only appearing in the play, but 
will once again be consulting 
with production crews and 
overseeing the scripting and 
director duties. “Practically 
every member of our congrega¬ 
tion is involved in this presen¬ 


tation in one form or another,” 
says Mohns. “It is our hope 
that each person will find their 
part in the retelling of this very 
significant story.” Each year 
approximately 70 participants 
work as actors, actresses, crew 
members and last-minute vol¬ 
unteers to make the presenta¬ 
tion a success. 

The Easter Story, Pastor 
Mohns says, is a timely pres¬ 
entation to attend, especially 
given the troubles the world 
has been experiencing recently.

QUESTION: Give me some practical suggestions for the 
selection of a husband. I want to get it right and don’t 
think I should depend just on looks or personality. What 
are the factors I should consider before saying, “I do”? 

DR. DOBSON: 

1. Don’t marry someone who has characteristics that 
you feel are intolerable. You may plan to change him or 
her in the future, but that probably won’t happen. Behavior 
runs in deep channels that were cut during early child¬ 
hood, and it is very difficult to alter them. 

Therefore, if you can’t live with a characteristic that 
shows up during courtship, it may plague you for the rest 
of your life. 

For example, a person who drinks every night is not 
likely to give up that habit after the honeymoon. If he is 
foolish with money or is basically unclean or tends to get 
violent when irritated or is extremely selfish, these are red 
flags you should not ignore. 

What you see is what you get. We all have flaws, and I’m 
not suggesting that a person has to be perfect to be a can¬ 
didate for marriage. Rather, my point is that you have to 
decide if you can tolerate a quirky behavior for the rest of 
your life — because that’s how long you may have to deal 
with it. If you can’t, don’t bank on deprogramming your 
partner after you’ve said “I do.” I advise you to keep your 
eyes wide open before marriage and then half-closed there¬ 
after. 

2. Do not marry impulsively! I can think of no better 
way to mess up your life than to leap into this critical 
decision without careful thought and prayer. Remember 
that the dating relationship is designed to conceal infor¬ 
mation, not reveal it. 

Both partners put on their best faces for the one they 
seek to attract. They guard the secrets that might be a 
turnoff. Therefore, many newlyweds get a big surprise dur¬ 
ing the first year of married life. I suggest that you take at 
least a year to get beyond the facade and into the inner 
character of the person. 

3. Do not marry someone with dramatically different re¬ 
ligious views, especially if matters of faith are important 
to you or to the other person. You may expect to win your 
spouse to your point of view at some future date, and that 
does happen on occasion. 

But to count on it is risky at best, foolhardy at worst. 
Again, this is the question that must be answered: “Just 
how critical is it that my husband (or wife) shares my faith?” 
If it is essential and nonnegotiable, then that matter should 
be given the highest priority in one’s decision to marry. 

4. Do not move in with a person before marriage. It un¬ 
dermines a relationship and often leads to divorce. Studies 
based on five decades of data show that couples who live 
together before marriage have a 50 percent greater chance 
of divorce than those who don’t. 

Those who cohabit also have less satisfying and more 
unstable marriages. Why? The researchers found those who 
had lived together later regretted having “violated their 
moral standards,” and “felt a loss of personal freedom to 
exit out the back door.” 

Furthermore, and in keeping with the theme of marital 
bonding, they have “stolen” a level of intimacy that is not 
warranted at that point, nor has it been validated by the 
degree of commitment to each other. Postponing “playing 
house” until marriage, it turns out, is the healthiest for 
everyone concerned. 

5. Don’t get married too young. Those who wed between 
the ages of 14 and 17 are twice as likely to divorce as cou¬ 
ples who wait until their 20s. Making it as a family re¬ 
quires some characteristics that come with maturity, such 
as selflessness, stability and self-control. It’s best to wait 
for their arrival. 

6. Finally, I’ll conclude with the ultimate secret of life¬ 
long love. 

Simply put, the stability of marriage is a byproduct of 
an iron-willed determination to make it work. If you choose 
to marry, enter into that covenant with the resolve to re¬ 
main committed to each other for life. Don’t allow yourself 
to consider even the possibility of divorce. Calling it quits 
must not become an option for those who want to go the 
distance!

Dear family and friends. 

First, we are fine. We were 
a bit concerned about what 
kind of reaction there would 
be here when the US went to 
war with Iraq. 

But, praise the Lord, so far 
there have been no negative 
repercussions. At a few of the 
political rallies there have 
been a few anti-American 
shouts but nothing much. 

The current political situ¬ 
ation is keeping people tense 
enough and occupied enough 
that other things going on in 
the world are given a back 
seat. 

Underlying tensions over 
the election are strong but so 
far have been kept in control. 
They seem to be just under 
the surface and could erupt at 
any time but the government 
is taking precautions so that 
any outbreak will be taken 
care of quickly and hopefully 
with as little violence as pos¬ 
sible. I do think that prayer 
is a key to how well things 
have gone. 

There are many Christians 
in Nigeria praying daily and 
fervently for peaceful elec¬ 
tions. We would ask you to 
pray as well especially as the 
days approach for the actual 
voting. 

April 12 is the election for 
local officers, April 19 is the 
presidential election and 
April 26 is for state officials, 
or at least the is the latest 
word that I have gotten. We 
aren't always so sure of all 
that is going on. Those days 
will be restricted movement 
days, in other words, unless 
you are going to the poll to 
vote you are not to be outside 
of your compound. Some¬ 
times that also means no ve¬ 
hicles on the roads, you have 
to walk to the polling place. 

They should be quiet days 
except for the police / military 
presence. A visible presence 
does help to keep the violence 
checked. 

Dan gave us a bit of a scare 
this week. He was siphoning 
petrol, trying to get the last 
of it out of the drum, when 


he swallowed some and aspi¬ 
rated some of it. For a little 
while he had a very difficult 
time breathing. He did some 
of the things you are sup¬ 
posed to do when that hap¬ 
pens, such as drink milk, eat 
crackers but he also did one 
of the things you are not to 
do and that is vomit - but it 
wasn’t a voluntary thing for 
him. 

For several days his breath 
smelled like petrol. Coughing 
sent petrol fumes into the 
room. We joked about not 
lighting any matches around 
him but it was a concern for 
awhile. He is back to normal 
now and got a siphon pump 
working so no more siphon¬ 
ing by sucking on the hose. 

This morning Anna Beth, 
a high school student and 
Thomas, a middle school stu¬ 
dent helped lead in the wor¬ 
ship time. Anna Beth accom¬ 
panied our singing with her 
flute and Thomas played the 
guitar. There are many times 
when I just have to pause and 
thank God for the blessing of 
working here. We have so 
many talented students who 
want to use their talents for 
God’s service. 

These are students who we 
get the opportunity to get to 
know, to invest our lives in, 
to encourage and to see God 
at work changing and grow¬ 
ing them into the men and 
women He wants them to be. 
What a blessing it is to work 
with them over the years, see¬ 
ing them go from little chil¬ 
dren in elementary school, 
unsure middle schoolers try¬ 
ing to figure out who they are 
to confident young adults 


ready to go off to university.

Local swimmer makes 
Team Alberta 


After a long and enduring 
short course (25m pool) season 
of training and competing, 
Jillian Tyler of Didsbury had 
several accolades to her name 
after the pool waters had settled. 

Tyler started her swimming 
career with the Didsbury' Aqua 
Jets Summer Swim Club. She 
currently competes with her 
Calgary-based team, Cascade, in 
Swim Alberta Winter Club 
meets starting in October with 
the short course season culmi¬ 
nating in "A” Provincials. This 
year, Tyler's short course sea¬ 
son culminated with the Swim 
Canada "Canada Cup" meet. 

This year, Tyler started her 
season off ahead of where she 
left off last year. The big meets 
for Tyler were the "Western Ca¬ 
nadian Championships" held in 
Regina in February. Tyler, al¬ 
though hit by a flu bug did man¬ 
age to swim to the podium on 
two occasions. She medaled in 
the Fly and her relay team 
medaled in the 200 Medlay Re¬ 
lay. "The competition is very 
tough at a meet like this because 
you get all your elite level ath¬ 
letes competing who want quali¬ 
fying times that will allow them 
to compete at meets internation¬ 
ally." Tyler also secured her sec¬ 
ond " Senior National Level" time 
in the 50m Freestyle. Tyler’s 
first National time came last 
summer at a Swim Canada 
Youth/Junior Long Course 
Meet in Lethbridge. 

Tyler's second big meet came 
a week later at "A" Provincials. 
Tyler missed one week of train¬ 
ing due to the flu bug she picked 
up before Regina. "I wasn't sure 
I was going to be able to com¬ 
pete at the "A" Meet because 1 
was sick and missed some train¬ 
ing. I knew my first swim was 
Friday night, the 200 Fly, which 
I had never competed in before 
so I waited until Friday morn¬ 
ing to make my decision." For¬ 
tunately for Tyler she made the 
right decision to compete. Tyler 
medaled in all her events for her 
age group (13 - 14 year olds). 
She dominated the 50, 100 200 
Fly events and the 50, 100, 200 
Free events as well as the 100 
Back. She took Gold in all 
events except the 200 Free which 
had her take Silver by l/100th 
of a second. In the 50 Free, Tyler 
bettered her National time that 
she got at the Canadian West¬ 
ern Championships a week ear¬ 
lier. She also set a new Cascade 
Club record that had stood for 
over 23 years. 

To add "splash to her dash", 
Tyler was one of 8 swimmers (4 
males and 4 females) selected 
from the "A" Meet to represent 
Alberta at the upcoming 
Hollandia Invitational Meet in 
London, Ontario. Tyler will join 


4 other swimmers from Calgary 
(2 are from her club) as well as 
2 swimmers from Edmonton and 
1 from Lethbridge. Tyler will 
swim the Back, Free and Fly 
events at this meet and the 4 fe¬ 
male swimmers will compose a 
relay. "It will be a great experi¬ 
ence to compete with top age 
group swimmers from all across 
the country ". Tyler's swim in the 
50 Free at the "A" Meet was the 
highest point swim of the meet. 
This qualified a coach from her 
club to be the acting Alberta 
Team Coach that will travel 
with the swimmers to Ontario. 
The meet will be long course 
(50m pool) which Tyler will 
start training in in April. "This 
is Swim Alberta's treat! I did the 
hard training and swimming to 
get this opportunity and now 
they'll treat me by paying my 
expenses." 

The final meet of the short 
course season saw Tyler com¬ 
pete at Swim Canada's "Canada 
Cup." This was a very fast and 
elite meet with top names com¬ 
peting. 

Tyler was able to swim to 
some personal best long course 
times at the Canada Cup. "This 
meet was an experience meet. To 
be able to compete with swim¬ 
mers from the NOVA Club and 
the Trojan Club (US), and 
names like Jennifer Carroll, 
Reimer, Lencoe, Fratesi, 
Nichols, VanOosten, plus sev¬ 
eral locals was awesome. These 
swimmers compete at the Olym¬ 
pic level. Lenny Krazelburg 
(US), the world record holder in 
the 100m Back was present 
along with Brian Johns 
(Canada), the current world 
record holder in the 400 I.M.. It 
was an honor just to qualify for 
such a high calibre meet and to 
be a part of the swimming ac¬ 
tion." 

Tyler will now prepare for the 
long course season. She will at¬ 
tend meets in B.C., Alberta and 
Manitoba and is looking forward 
to the Canadian Trials in Victo¬ 
ria in June for the World Cham¬ 
pionships and Pan Am Games. 

She is very proud of her club 
and all the coaching expertise 
she gets. "I had an awesome 
coach last year and I have an 
awesome coach this year. They 
each have their own personali¬ 
ties and approaches to coaching. 
The program offers a well 
rounded swimming experience. 
You really have to have the com¬ 
mitment in your heart to want 
to do it. Training is a lot of hard 
work but when I'm on the 
blocks, I am totally confident 
with how my coach has prepared 
me for my race knowing that all 
I have to do is "just Do It". Not 
much in this sport happens for 
free."

usually operates with 12 teams. However, 
this year the league is looking to bring in a 
couple new teams into the fold.

By scheduling our home games 
on Sunday, we may be able to solve the sched¬ 
uling problem which always exists every sea¬ 
son,” Reichenbacher noted. 

Besides recruiting players, the Olympia is 
in a search for a coach this season and any¬ 
one interested in becoming involved in men’s 
soccer is asked to contact any member of the 
Olympia. Besides playing league games, the 
Olympia are trying to schedule a couple of 
high calibre tournaments during the season. 

“We have always had good support from 
the community and I hope this continues this 
season,” concluded Reichenbacher.

Entering their sixth year of participating 
in the Central Alberta Men’s Soccer League, 
the Olympia are preparing for the upcoming 
season.
